PLEDGING TO HELP 

Hundreds get behind campaign to assist refugees and migrants

REFUGEES are welcome in Haringey, 
declare hundreds of people and busi¬ 
nesses from the borough who have signed 
a pledge of “humanity and progress”. 

The Selby Trust, the organisation behind the 
community-led Selby Centre, in Selby Road, 
Tottenham, has organised a campaign to show 
that Haringey can be a refuge for those around 
the world escaping war and persecution. 

Hundreds have thrown their support behind a 
pledge to welcome migrants and refugees, 
including the main political parties, Haringey 
Trades Union Council, Positive Youth News 
Haringey and online neighbourhood network 
Harringay Online. 

Sona Mahtani, the trust’s chief executive, said 
Haringey has been home to refugees for cen¬ 
turies, from the Huguenots who settled in Tot¬ 
tenham in the 16 th century, to those fleeing from 
Somalia, Congo and Albania and other coun¬ 
tries, who call the borough home today. 

In fact, she points out, a particularly well- 
equipped support network has been honed in 
Haringey over the years. 

“People from each one of those communities 
have contributed to make Haringey, London and 
our country a better place to live,” she said. 

“As a borough, our motto is Progress with 
Humanity - we want to help those who are in 


need and welcome them to Haringey. The bor¬ 
ough has a lot of the infrastructure that can be 
difficult to put into place - from places like the 
Selby Centre, to support with finding jobs and 
housing and support in learning English as a 
second language.”

Faiths gather to consider implications of climate change 


PEOPLE of all faiths gathered at Finsbury 
Park mosque to take part in a discussion on 
climate change. 

The discussion on Tuesday last week pre¬ 
ceded the UN climate change conference, due 
to take place in Paris next month. 

Mohammed Kozbar, director of the 
mosque, in St Thomas’s Road, explained that 
the aim of the evening was to discuss Christian 
and Muslim approaches to the environment. 

Speakers Fatima Said, a student at the 
School or Oriental and African Studies, and 
Barbara Kentish, from the Westminster 
Roman Catholic Diocese’s Justice and Peace 
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group quoted from the traditions of their 
respective faiths. 

They found that the Islamic Declaration on 
Climate Change, Pope Francis’ document 
Laudato Si and the Anglican Lambeth 
statement on the environment propose many 
similar solutions, such as leading a simpler 
lifestyle with fewer material possessions, 
moving away from dependence on fossil fuels 
and establishing a fund for helping poorer 
countries to develop in a sustainable manner. 

More than 80 people attended the event 
and questions provoked a discussion about 
the refugee crisis, war, the arms trade 
and homelessness. 

At the end of the evening Mr Kozbar said 
that he was very encouraged to see so many 
there, adding: “We never expected so many 
people to come.” 

The mosque already collaborates with other 
church and community groups to offer meals 
and shelter to the homeless, English language 
classes, sports and youth activities. 

Mr Kozbar hoped the evening marked the 
start of a long collaboration between different 
faith groups to help combat climate change.

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‘We have a moral duty to help’ 


MP says the UK must do more for refugees

HUMANITY and compassion should 
propel the UK to do more to help 
desperate Syrian refugees, an MP 
has insisted. 

While his government has been 
criticised for its stance on the crisis, 
the Conservative MP for Enfield 
Southgate David Burrowes says more 
could be done. 

“It shouldn’t take a desperate picture 
of a lost life to spur us into action,” Mr 
Burrowes told the Advertiser, referring 
to the photo of Syrian boy Aylan Kurdi 
lying dead on a Turkish beach. 

“We can do more by providing refuge 
to the thousands of migrants fleeing to 


Europe,” he said. “I think everyone 
who has seen the news is concerned. 

“My role is to spur the government 
into action. The UK is currently getting 
in the region of 200 refugees. We must 
be able to up that. We have a moral duty 
to do more.” 

Mr Burrowes entered the debate on 
Wednesday last week by posting a 
tweet which read: “At the very least we 
should accept one per cent of refugees 
because we accept more than one per 
cent responsibility”. 

The MP, who is vice-chairman of the 
all-party parliamentary group on 
refugees and who has been involved in 
an inquiry into the treatment of 
refugees in the UK, supported the 
upping of the UK’s quota of Syrian 


refugees by 100 back in June. He said 
he had emphasised at the time that the 
increase was insufficient and he did not 
want to be in that situation again, 
“knowing we should have done more”. 

The father of six has received much 
correspondence from constituents on 
the issue. 

“The majority are supportive of my 
stance on this,” he said, “and they are 
people who aren’t always supportive of 
me, from across the political spectrum. 

“Some have got in touch to say we 
should have more control of our bor¬ 
ders. I also believe we should have 
more control of the situation, but that 
doesn’t mean we shouldn’t also act with 
more compassion.”

Andrew Larssen, 36, is a director of a software 
company and father-of-two, who lives near 
Broomfield Park in Palmers Green 


“MOST of the people I’m speaking to while 
campaigning on behalf of Enfield Cycle Campaign 
are actually supportive of the scheme,” explained 
Mr Larssen. 

He claimed that the biggest barrier to cycling is 
perceived risk, and believes that creating cycle 
lanes - slowing down and reducing traffic - would 
be good for all. 

“There are so many benefits to the scheme,” he 
said. “I’m keen on cycling, but first and foremost, 
I’m a parent and local resident. I care much more 
about the idea of living in a nice place and would¬ 
n’t want a scheme that was good for cyclists at the 
expense of the local area. 

“My family and I regularly go to Palmers Green 
and Winchmore Hill using public transport as well 
as walking and cycling, but I’m also a driver.” 

He points to the hundreds of planned new houses 
in Palmers Green, many of which will have no 
parking provision. 

“Enfield needs to change,” he said. “Populations 
in the outer boroughs like this are only going to get 
more dense as time goes on, so we need to build 
transport that is appropriate to the next century, 
rather than the last century. We need alternatives to 
the car and we don’t have the space to just keep 
putting more and more cars on the road. A lot of 
people’s thinking is just outdated.”

SUPPORTERS of Cycle Enfield have expressed support for the scheme in the face 
of “outdated” critical thinking from members of the borough’s business 
community, writes Lucy Purdy. 

Enfield was chosen as one of three main winners in the Greater London 
Authority’s “mini-Holland fund”, receiving nearly £30million towards making the 
cycling environment more attractive. 

After reading about the Save Our Green Lanes campaign group’s scathing 
attack on the consultation - with concerns centred around a loss of on-street 
parking along Green Lanes - people contacted the Advertiser to express their 
support for the project

tor, a mother-of-two and a Palmers 
Green resident of 18 years 


PASSIONATE about encouraging active 
and independent travel in children, she 
said she immediately felt “really 
excited” to hear of the cycling proposals. 

“If children are driven everywhere by 
car, which is what we increasingly do as 
parents, it has an impact upon their sense 
of independence and their emotional 
development,” she told the Advertiser. 

On researching air pollution levels in 
London and reading a blog, The View 
from the Cycle Path, by David Hembrow, 
she made an on-the-spot decision not to 
use the car for the school run again. 

“Instead, I cycle to school with my 
daughters - eight and 11 - on the pave¬ 
ment as they don’t feel safe on the road,” 
she said. 

“My eight-year-old has travelled to 
school independently, which I encourage 


because I want my children to grow up to 
be independent and confident.” 

To squander the multi-million-pound 
fund, she said, would be a “missed 
opportunity” and she believes the pro¬ 
posals could have a “transformational 
impact” on the economies of Palmers 
Green and Winchmore Hill. 

“To those opposing the cycle lanes, I 
do understand their anxiety in facing 
change,” she added. “The positive 
changes that cycle infrastructure brings 
can be surprising even for those who are 
in favour - such as cycle lanes in New 
York reducing accidents to pedestrians 
and increasing local retail sales. None of 
that had been predicted. 

“Closer to home, Waltham Forest’s 
mini-Holland scheme has made some 
daring changes. Many residents who 
opposed the plans changed their minds 
when trials showed they were getting a 
more pleasant environment and none of 
the traffic chaos they’d expected.”

WHILE approximately half of residents own a bike, only 
a tiny fraction of these actually use them on the bor¬ 
ough’s roads, said Mr Lachlan. 

“The reason is a fear of traffic and fear of being 
knocked over. People don’t even have the confidence to 
be able to get to the local shops safely on a bike,” he said. 

Mr Lachlan cycles to his work at a software company 
in Liverpool Street each day, allowing him to incorporate 
exercise into his daily routine, as well as riding out 
on Sundays with the “friendly and fun” Southgate 
Cycling Club. 

“In the mornings, I pass so many cars stuck in queues 
and the journey also gives me valuable time to think,” 
he said. 

In any case, the money isn’t proposed to go simply on 
cycling provision, he points out, but is about improving 
the area itself. 

“There is evidence that increasing the number of 
cyclists through creating cycle paths has a positive 
impact upon the entire environment of an area, including 
on the value of houses,” he added. 

“I’ve run businesses in the past and I understand 
that business owners feel threatened. But I really 
don’t see that cycling paths are going to destroy 
anybody’s business. 

“I think people are just scared of change and then it 
becomes difficult to persuade somebody that change 
may be to their benefit. 

“I would love to invite anybody to come out on a ride 
with the cycling club and see what we’re all about.”

STEAMED UP DOUBLE GLAZING? 
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Broken or Damaged Windows?

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Jail for people smugglers who 
held immigrants hostage in flat

SEVEN men, including two from 
Edmonton, have been jailed for 
their role in a people smuggling 
operation which saw a group of 
Indians held hostage in a flat in 
the borough. 

Major Bajwa, 44, and Kuldeep 
Singh, 37, both Indian nationals 
living in the UK, arranged for 
seven of their criminal associates 
to smuggle a number of fellow 
Indian nationals into the country. 

Among these seven were Soran 
Rasul, 29, of Plowman Close, 
Edmonton, and Bijar Sheikha, 27, 
who lived at the same address. 

The others were Barzan Kamal, 
28, from Cardiff, Karzan Rasoul, 
24, from Essex, Burhan Abdul 
Sheikhany, 29, of Feltham, Mid¬ 


dlesex, Liaqat Jabbarkhel, 23, an 
Afghanistan national, and Fahmi 
Hakim, 32, from Hillingdon, west 
London. 

The plan was that each of the 
immigrants would pay £10,000 to 
agents in India and would then 
pay another £10,000 on arrival in 
the UK. 

It was planned that the smug¬ 
gled people would be handed to 
Bajwa and Singh when they 
arrived in the UK. 

Instead, Kamal and the six oth¬ 
ers imprisoned the victims in the 
flat in Plowman Close. 

The gang then demanded more 
money from Bajwa and Singh. 

However, their plan was foiled 
when police received a call on 
November 5 last year claiming a 
number of people were being held 
captive at an address in Edmonton 


and would not be released unless 
a ransom of £10,000 was paid for 
each victim. 

The Met’s Trafficking and Kid¬ 
nap Unit launched an operation to 
locate and rescue the victims, 
quickly uncovering that members 
of the criminal gang had fallen out 
with each other. 

It transpired that Bajwa had 
coerced a relative into calling 
police in a bid have his co-con¬ 
spirators arrested, but it was 
quickly established that Bajwa 
was behind the call and he was 
subsequently arrested. 

An investigation by the traffick¬ 
ing and kidnap unit resulted in the 
other members of the gang being 
arrested. 

More than £80,000 in cash was 
also seized during the course of 
the investigation. 


The victims were referred to the 
Home Office. 

On Friday, six people were 
sentenced for conspiracy to 
facilitate a breach of immigration 
law, possession of criminal 
property and five counts of 
false imprisonment. 

Sheikhany, Rasul, Sheikha and 
Jabbarkhel were each jailed for to 
12 years, Hakim was sentenced to 
11 years’ in prison and Singh was 
jailed for 11 years. 

Rasoul was sentenced to 12 
years on the same charges at the 
same court yesterday. 

Bajwa is scheduled to be sen¬ 
tenced for conspiracy to facilitate 
a breach of immigration law at 
Southwark Crown Court on 
October 6. 

A warrant for Kamal’s arrest 
was issued after he absconded 


while the jury considered their 
verdict against him. 

He was found guilty of conspir¬ 
acy to facilitate a breach of immi¬ 
gration law, possession of 
criminal property and five counts 
of false imprisonment and was 
sentenced to 12 years’ imprison¬ 
ment in his absence. 

Investigating officer Detective 
Constable Kieran Backhouse, of 
the trafficking and kidnap unit, 
said: “I am very pleased with the 
sentencings which sends out a 
strong message that people smug¬ 
glers face the full might of the law 
and can expect substantial jail 
terms. I urge anyone with infor¬ 
mation about the whereabouts of 
Kamal to call the trafficking and 
kidnap unit on 020 7230 8952, or

£90,000 fine for fraudster who sold counterfeit goods online 


A FRAUDSTER caught selling fake 
goods online has been fined tens of 
thousands of pounds. 

Atif Khan, of Lockyer Mews, Enfield 
Lock, pleaded guilty to 15 Trade 
Marks Act offences at Wood Green 
Crown Court last week after he had 
been caught by Enfield Council selling 
fake goods on the Assistworld website. 


He was fined £90,000 and ordered to 
pay £35,000 to the council in costs. 

He was also given a 12-month sen¬ 
tence suspended for two years and 
ordered to carry out 200 hours of 
unpaid work. 

The council’s trading standards team 
searched Khan’s home, where he based 
his online business, and found hun¬ 


dreds of counterfeit fitness products, 
educational DVDs and bras, all of 
which were seized, along with docu¬ 
ments and computers. 

Officers also confiscated goods held 
for Khan, 34, at warehouses in Leices¬ 
ter and Milton Keynes. 

Evidence showed that his accounts 
had been suspended on websites due 


to supplying fake goods. The UK 
Border Agency had also written to 
him about counterfeit goods supplied 
from China. 

Daniel Anderson, the cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environment, said: “I am 
delighted that through officers’ 
painstaking efforts Enfield Council 
has led a successful prosecution and 


brought a prolific internet fraudster 
to book. However, I’d strongly advise 
the public to take great care when 
buying online as the net is awash with 
fake goods. 

“Nonetheless, Mr Khan’s prosecu¬ 
tion has helped prevent thousands 
of counterfeit goods from flooding 
the market.”

John Harbinson, 42, of Benfleet, 
Essex and William Lincoln, 59, of 
Bethnal Green, east London, also 
pleaded not guilty to both charges.

TWO men from Enfield have pleaded 
guilty to playing a part in the 
multi-million-pound Hatton Garden 
jewel heist. 

A gang of thieves broke into a con¬ 
crete underground vault in Holborn 
over the Easter weekend this year and 
ransacked locked vaults - making off 
with what is believed to be £10million 
worth of jewels. 

Daniel Jones, 58, of Park Avenue, 
Bush Hill Park, and Terence Perkins, 
67, of Heene Road, Enfield, pleaded 
guilty to one count of conspiracy to 
commit burglary at Woolwich Crown 
Court on Friday. 

Both men denied a separate count 
of intent to conceal, disguise, convert 
or transfer a quantity of jewellery and 
other items and the prosecution 
agreed to drop that charge. 

John Collins, 74, of Islington, north 
London, and Brian Reader, 76, of 
Dartford, Kent, entered the same pleas. 

Hugh Doyle, 48 of Riverside Gar¬

Building plans 
worry residents 


Green belt proposals could pose threat to wildlife 


WILDLIFE and residents will suffer if a devel¬ 
oper is allowed to build on a cherished part of 
Enfield’s green belt, campaigners say. 

A proposal by Fairview New Homes to build 
on land near Cotswold Way and Enfield Road, 
opposite Trent Park, in Oakwood, has prompted 
concern from people who live nearby. 

They say that to build on the plot - designated 
as an area of special character and home to sev¬ 
eral protected oak trees as well as a stretch of his¬ 
toric hedgerow - would “take away from the 
history of Enfield”. 

The land in question is owned by the Diocese 
of London, which is thought to have entered into 
an agreement with Fairview in 2010 to manage 
the land on its behalf. 

On hearing that Fairview intends to submit a 
planning application for a school, a further edu¬ 
cation college and about 300 homes, residents 
formed a group to monitor the situation. 

One of those involved, Ian s, said: “The view 
and the beauty of this land can’t be denied and 
the field is packed with wildlife. 

“Residents have reported seeing owls, bats, 
hedgehogs, birds including woodpeckers and 
Muntjac deer. 

“We also have to consider the footfall that will 
be created by the homes and the school traffic 
that will be generated. 

“Bincote Road already gets congested in the 


mornings and evenings and any problems on the 
M25 mean more traffic here. 

“The green belt is very important to residents 
and we feel that a company like Fairview will 
only take away from the history of Enfield.” 

A Fairview spokesman said he understood the 
“immediate concern from residents regarding the 
potential development proposals for the site” and 
was committed to addressing them. 

He added: “We will be holding our first set of 
public exhibitions in September, details of which 
will be circulated in the coming weeks. 

“These exhibitions will explain the opportuni¬ 
ties for the site in greater detail and give local 
people a chance to leave their feedback, ask 
questions about the proposals and discuss any 
further issues they have, such as transport, with 
members of the project team. 

“We will keep the local community fully 
informed of our plans for the site as they 
progress.” 

At this stage no formal planning application 
has been submitted by Fairview. 

However, the company has requested what is 
referred to as a scoping opinion, whereby a 
developer asks the planning authority to assess 
the feasibility of a potential plan, which would in 
this instance involve building an eight-form 
entry secondary school, with a four-form entry 
sixth-form college and housing.

We cannot turn 
our backs on 
this suffering 

FOR many months now we have 
all seen and heard terrible scenes of 
death and destruction striking thou¬ 
sands of refugees who are simply try¬ 
ing to escape intolerable conditions in 
their homelands. 

For me, what brought the tears was 
not the sole child on a Mediterranean 
beach - I had already imagined many 
such events - it was the sight of huge 
crowds of angry but determined people 
in Budapest station struggling for their 
chance of life. 

Vivid recollections of World War II 
stories sprang to mind - only this time 
it was people fighting to get on to 
trains, rather than fleeing them. 

No doubt Germany’s continued 
remorse fuels their determination to 
offer unlimited refuge to Syrians now. 

But how can we in the UK fail 
to offer a welcome to today’s 
desperate people, as we once did in 
the past? 

David Cameron has now apparently 
relented enough to offer a haven to a 
few more thousand of these people. 
But this hardly sounds like enough. 

I carry no torch for the Labour Party, 
but one of the current leadership con¬ 
tenders has made what could be a con¬ 
structive suggestion to start grappling 
with this crisis, which is that all local 
authorities should hold meetings to 
discuss and encourage their communi¬ 
ties to accept a fair number of refugees 
in their own areas. 

So, I hope that our own council will 
take this up and that both central and 
local governments will make this a 
cross-party issue. 

Of course, our present government 
has already placed severe austerity bur¬ 
dens on us and they have fallen most 
heavily on the young, the sick, the dis¬ 
abled, and the most helpless members 
of our own society. 

This gives a perfect opportunity for 
the anti-immigration lobby to gather 
support and opposition to accepting 
more refugees. 

But accept them we must. And 
welcome them.

PONDERS End’s Alma estate is poised to 
undergo a facelift after large-scale plans for its 
regeneration were passed at a council meeting 
last week. 

Countryside Properties’ scheme to transform 
the estate was given the green light by members 
of Enfield Council’s planning committee. 

The phased regeneration project will involve 
the demolition of the four recognisable, pastel- 
hued towers - Cormorant House, Curlew House, 
Kestrel House and Merlin House - as well as 
some properties in Silver Birch Court, Fairfield 
Close, Alma Road, Napier Road, Scotland Green 
Road and South Street. 

Ponders End Youth Centre and Welcome Point 
Community Centre will also be demolished. 


Some 990 homes, a maximum of 636 square 
metres of retail outlets, restaurants, cafes, a com¬ 
munity centre and youth centre, a gym and a 
medical centre will be built in their place. 

Ahmet Oykener, the cabinet member for hous¬ 
ing and housing regeneration, said: “The regen¬ 
eration of the Alma estate and surrounding area 
is an opportunity to improve the quality of life 
and housing standards for hundreds of people 
and transform an iconic part of Ponders End into 
a more desirable and attractive place in which to 
live. I am therefore delighted that our ambitious 
but deliverable aspirations for the Alma estate 
have been given the green light by the council’s 
planning committee and I look forward to devel¬ 
opment of the site starting as soon as possible.” 

The development is expected to be take shape 
over seven phases of demolition and construc¬ 
tion and to be completed by 2026.

Survey reveals a ‘worrying’ number 
of people without a registered GP

A WORRYING number of the 
borough’s residents may not 
be registered with a GP, a new 
report suggests. 

Researchers from the 
borough’s health and social 
care watchdog Healthwatch 
Enfield carried out a snapshot 
survey of 145 Enfield resi¬ 
dents, speaking to people 
in Edmonton. 

Of those surveyed, 17 per 
cent were not registered with 
a GP. 

The report says the findings 
indicate “a much larger 
problem”, with people being 
unable to provide proof of 
address as well as not 


understanding the need to 
register among the primary 
barriers to signing up with a 
family doctor. 

Healthwatch Enfield chief 
executive Lorna Reith said: 
“We were shocked to find so 
many people who were not 
registered with a GP, includ¬ 
ing families with children. 

“This is really worrying as 
GPs are the cornerstone of our 
health service. 

“Children may be missing 
out on crucial immunisations 
and people may end up in hos¬ 
pital seriously ill as conditions 
are not picked up and treated 
at an early stage. 

“We believe more can 
be done to provide people 
with information on how to 


register and surgeries 
with information on register¬ 
ing people without proof 
of address.” 

NHS England guidance is 
clear that surgeries can 
provide alternative ways for 
people without proof of 
address to register, for 
example by issuing temporary 
registrations. 

Healthwatch Enfield 
believes that surgeries could 
do more to promote this and 
recommends that work is 
undertaken in Enfield to 
ensure that all GPs are aware 
of alternative ways of register¬ 
ing individuals who do not 
have a proof of address.

She reminded residents 
that smoking in cars in 
the presence of children 
becomes illegal from 
October 1, with offenders 
risking a fixed penalty 


£50 fine, which is 
enforceable by police. 

The theme of this year’s 
campaign is comedy and 
three comedians - Tony 
Cowards, Nicky Wil kin son 
and Osman Balikcioglu - 
will be on hand to 
provide entertainment. 

Ms Keazor added: 
“Smokers who quit the 
habit are giving 
themselves the best gift. 


No longer needing to 
smoke, they save money, 
feel fitter, enjoy tasty food 
and live longer. 

“In Enfield, smoking is 
becoming increasingly 
unpopular with about 
5,000 fewer people 
smoking than there were 
two years ago. The 
challenge now is to reduce 
the number of people 
smoking even further.”

Trio brave blisters to raise 
£3,000 for trio of charities

THREE men laced up their 
walking boots and raised 
thousands of pounds for charity 
with a gruelling 24-hour 
hike through Hertfordshire 
and beyond.

Last summer he led a 
team of eight colleagues and 
customers on a 100-kilometre 
trek up the banks of the River 
Thames, from Putney Bridge to 
Henley, again raising funds for 
good causes. 

“This walk was extremely 
hard,” said Tim. “This is the 
second time I’ve done it.

Resident fined for 
breaking planning 
regulations over 
house extension

A RESIDENT has been ordered to fork out thou¬ 
sands of pounds after building an illegal exten¬ 
sion to his house. 

Yasin Mohamedassen, of Medcalf Road, 
Enfield Lock, was fined £1,000 and ordered to 
pay costs of £4,500 and a victim surcharge of 
£100 at Wood Green Crown Court after being 
prosecuted by Enfield Council. 

Mohamedassen was found guilty of failing to 
comply with a planning enforcement notice, and 
he was given until November 30 to carry out 
modifications, or face further action. 

The court heard that Mohamedassen first came 
to the attention of the council in March 2012 
after a member of the public complained about 
the size of the extension to the house. 

A second person reported the extension in Jan¬ 
uary 2013, saying it had been there for four years. 

A planning enforcement notice was issued by 
the council on May 14, 2013, asking 
Mohamedassen to reduce the extension to a max¬ 


imum depth of three metres by September 2013. 

In October that year, an officer visited the 
premises and saw that no action had been taken. 

In April, Mohamedassen was summoned to 
court to answer why he had not complied with 
the notice. At the hearing in May, he entered a 
plea of not guilty. 

The judge at his trial at Wood Green Crown 
Court said the defendant had been “foolish”. 

The judge also said this was a “fight he could 
not win” and advised Mohamedassen he would 
incur further cost if did not alter the extension. 

Daniel Anderson, the council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environment, said planning rules were in 
place to protect residents from inappropriate and 
disruptive developments and it was unacceptable 
for any individual to ignore the law and instruc¬ 
tions given by a local authority. 

He added: “The ruling by the court is a clear 
warning to people who build without considera¬ 
tion to their neighbours or their surroundings, 
and think they can do whatever they want, 
regardless of the impact their activities have on 
people living near their homes.”

TURNING BACK THE CLOCK

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film review 


I do Ron Ron Ron, I do

T OM Hardy portrays both Ronnie 
and Reggie Kray in Brian 
Helgeland’s brutal portrait of the 
notorious gangsters. 

One helping of the London-born leading 
man, with his imposing physical pres¬ 
ence and willingness to delve into the 
darkest recesses of the human psyche, 
is usually an emotionally bruising treat. 

A double dose of Hardy should be an 
overflowing feast for the senses. 

Surprisingly, the neat gimmick of 
casting the same actor in dual roles 
proves an almighty distraction. 

Using the visual shorthand of a pair of 
spectacles to distinguish between the 
two Krays, Hardy plays Ronnie as a 
blackly humorous psychopath, who 
seems to be one giggle shy of Jack 
Nicholson’s Joker. 

Reggie, as a dutiful son, always puts 
family ties ahead of personal desires. 

“My loyalty to my brother is how I 
measure myself,” he confides. 

Helgeland’s period drama is torn 
between these two very different faces 
of the same blood-spattered coin. 

Ultimately, the film comes apart at 
the seams as it lurches between 
tenderness and lurid violence to lay 
bare the unshakeable bond between 
the brothers. 

Reggie and identical twin Ronnie own 
a lucrative club in London, where the 
rich and famous rub shoulders with bad 
boys and criminals. 

With guidance from business manager 
Leslie Payne (David Thewlis), the club 
goes from strength to strength and 


the brothers entertain a transatlantic 
union with organised crime boss 
Meyer Lansky. 

“London is going to be the Las Vegas 
of Europe,” grins Lansky’s associate 
Angelo Bruno (Chazz Palminteri). 

On the mean streets of the capital, the 
Krays continue a brutal turf war with 
Charlie Richardson (Paul Bettany) and 
remain one step ahead of Detective 
Superintendent Leonard “Nipper” Read 
(Christopher Eccleston). 

Reggie embarks on a giddy romance 
with 16-year-old Frances Shea 
(Emily Browning), sister of his driver 
Frankie (Colin Morgan), despite 


vociferous protests from her mother 
(Tara Fitzgerald). 

The relationship coincides with 
Ronnie’s turbulent affair with Edward 
Smith (Taron Egerton). 

Sibling rivalry intensifies and Reggie 
struggles to contain his brother’s 
sadistic impulses and keep Frances on 
an even keel. 

Based on the book The Profession of 
Violence, by John Pearson, Legend 
captures the fashions and sounds of 
1950s and 1960s’ London with 
aplomb - but the abrupt shifts in pace 
and tone are deeply discomfiting. 

Individually, Hardy’s portrayals of Ron¬ 


nie and Reggie are fascinating - but 
placed side by side, they induce a 
cinematic headache. 

Supporting cast are similarly torn 
between understated (Browning) and 
exaggerated (Egerton), including a 
colourful turn from John Sessions as a 
slippery Conservative peer, who enjoys 
the company of young men. 

The running time drags in places, 
but it’s hard to tear your eyes from 
the screen, even when Helgeland’s 
film seems to be careening wildly out 
of control.

FIVE QUESTIONS TO ASK YOUR ESTATE AGENT 

Asking your estate agent how much they charge is not the only question to ask. Nadia Lanitis from Ellis 
& Co Enfield brings you the top five questions which will help you select the best agent to sell your home. 
The fees an estate agent charges is often based on local competition. Although one estate agent might 
have a lower fee, they may not be able to help you achieve the result you want. Asking the following top 
five questions will help you to select the estate agent who can sell your home effectively. 

It is likely that you have already invited a few estate agents round your home for a valuation before you 
decide on which one to select. During the valuations, make sure you ask each agent how they have come 
to the valuation. They should be able to offer a detailed answer for the valuation and the level of detail 
will give you an indicator of their expertise. 

Always ask the estate agent if they have sold similar properties before. Agents often specialise in selling 
specific types of homes, and you might find that you have a swifter sale if they know exactly how to sell 
your property.

If you are selling an executive property, ask them how the marketing 
will differ as high-end properties tend to require a different marketing strategy to appeal to the target 
audience. 

Before selecting your agent, make sure you ask about the contract. There are a few different options 
including sole selling rights, sole agency and multi agency. Ask your agency which contract they use and 
why. They should be able to explain to you the full picture of the contract in detail and point out the pros 
compared to the others. But don’t just take their word for it; do your own research and weigh up which 
one would work for you. You can then discuss any concerns you have about the contract in person, over 
the phone or by email to ensure you are feel comfortable before you enlist their services. 

Finally, don’t forget to ask how you can contact them. They should provide you with at least one 
telephone number and an email address so you can get in contact with any questions along the way.

Tasty KFC does a fine job of 
making life easy as possible

I WON’T pretend for a second that motoring 
journalists aren’t a spoilt lot. Even if cars don’t 
do much for you, the idea of having a spanking- 
new motor on the driveway, paid for by someone 
else, has to be at least slightly appealing. But you 
may be surprised to learn that supercars aren’t nec¬ 
essarily the last word in pleasure. 

KFC (as the NX300h has come to be known) has 
delivered me safely and comfortably to various 
parts of the country, on several occasions in order 
to drive something considerably faster and more 
expensive - in one instance a car capable of over 
200mph and costing more than £250,000. 

You’d be forgiven for thinking then that climbing 
into the four-cylinder hybrid Lexus with its CVT 
gearbox and modest 112mph top speed would be a 
bigger comedown than January 1 2000. But the 
reality is quite different. 

It starts before you even climb aboard. With the 


small fob in your pocket, the keyless entry works 
seamlessly - a timesaver rather than pointless 
tech - and you just climb aboard and get comfort¬ 
able without fuss. 

Prod the starter button and the Lexus slips into 
electric mode straightaway, which has proved a 
handy means of not waking up the neighbours 
when heading for the airport at 4am. 

Starting at that time of day is never a pleasure, 
but the Lexus does a fine job of making life as 
easy as possible. The essential large takeaway cof¬ 
fee sits happily in the cupholders, the low noise 
levels prevent issues with my sensitive early- 
morning brain and the radar cruise control is a 
motorway essential. It shares the workload of M- 
way drudgery with you and definitely leaves you 
feeling less tired than journeys without it. 

It even manages to deal with the horrors of three 
moaning children in the back. Being able to recline 
the rear seat backs in a 60/40 split has come in 
handy on such occasions, namely to encourage the 


little darlings to go to sleep on long journeys rather 
than asking how long it is until we get there. The 
leather seats have also done a fine job of repulsing 
whatever nightmarish combination of foodstuffs 
they see fit to redistribute and a quick run over 
with the vacuum cleaner puts it right. I’d never 
have a car with cloth seats again, at least not until 
they’ve all turned 18. 

I’m also convinced the NX300h has loosened up 
a little as it seems to be ever more willing and able 
to deliver indicated fuel consumption well into the 
40mpg region. I’ve yet to give it the full-on eco 
test run to the office and back, but as it’s still two 
weeks until pay day, there’s a good chance that 
will happen soon. 

Sure, I’ll never turn down a blat in a pricey 
supercar should the opportunity arise, but KFC’s 
charms are increasingly welcome and prove the 
perfect antidote to the hustle and bustle of the real 
world. Unless you live on a desert island, that’s a 
pretty useful thing to have.

HEAD coach Mauricio Poche- 
ttino insists that he is happy with 
Tottenham Hotspur’s dealings 
in the summer transfer window 
despite their failure to secure the 
services of Saido Berahino. 

Spurs made five signings over 
the summer, with defenders Toby 
Alderweireld, Kieran Trippier 
and Kevin Wimmer and forwards 
Clinton Njie and Heung-Min Son 
all joining the club - in addition 
to Dele Alii, who arrived at White 
Hart Lane in July after being 
loaned back to MK Dons when 
he was signed in January. 

However, last Tuesday’s trans¬ 
fer deadline day passed without 
any other new faces arriving, 
with Tottenham being frustrated 
in their attempts to bring in 
striker Berahino from West 
Bromwich Albion. 

This has left Spurs seemingly 
short of cover for Harry Kane up 


front, but Pochettino is confi¬ 
dent that he does have a squad 
that can compete. 

“I look at our squad and I know 
we have worked well to shape 
it,” he said. “Strengthening our 
defence was a priority given the 
number of goals we conceded 
last season. Toby, Kevin and 
Kieran add depth and quality. 

“In Dele, Son and Clinton we 
have three young, fast and excit¬ 
ing players who can play in sev¬ 
eral different attacking positions, 
giving us good options. All of 
them had impressive seasons in 
their respective leagues last sea¬ 
son and we are excited about 
their potential alongside that of 
our current players. 

“I have been very clear that we 
would only add players who we 
felt would improve us, and if any 
one player was not possible then 
I prefer we do not add for the 
sake of it. 

“Much has been said about 
us only having one recognised 


striker in Harry. I do not accept 
this at all - the positional play of 
today’s forwards means it’s too 
simplistic to look for goals from 
any one position, playing a fluid 
style means players switch. Also 
we secured Son and Clinton in 
the knowledge that we may not 
be adding any other forward.” 

Pochettino added: “This season 
we start with a combination of 
our own players who have come 
through the ranks and players 
that bring skills and experience 
from other leagues. Most impor¬ 
tantly, it’s a squad of players with 
heart - it’s a squad I’m proud to 
field.” 

However, long-serving winger 
Aaron Lennon left the club on 
deadline day as he made the 
move to Everton, joining a long 
list of departures over the sum¬ 
mer which also includes Roberto 
Soldado, Paulinho, Etienne 
Capoue, Lewis Holtby, Benjamin 
Stambouli, Vlad Chiriches and 
Younes Kaboul.
